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MARKET  REVIEW 


Domestic  raw  sugar  prices  that  had  reached  a  peak  of  13.20  cents  per 
pound,  duty  paid,  New  York,  on  May  23,  1963,  have  been  on  the  decline 
since  then  and  on  July  30  the  spot  price  was  6.85  cents  per  pound,  the 
lowest  price  since  March  14,  1963.  The  comparable  price  a  year  ago 
was  6.40  cents  per  pound. 

Although  refined  prices  have  also  dropped,  there  continues  to  be  a.lag 
as  compared  to  raw  sugar  price  decreases.  The  wholesale  price  of 
refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast,  which  was  quoted  at  16.30  cents 
per  pound  late  in  May,  was  at  12.20  cents  per  pound  effective  July  29. 
In  the  Chicago- West  territory  where  cane  sugar  is  competitive  with  beet 
sugar,  the  wholesale  price  of  refined  cane  sugar  fell  from  16.50  cents 
to  10.70  cents  per  pound  during  that  period.  As  of  July  31,  1963  the 
quoted  wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar  were  as  follows:

World  raw  sugar  prices  which  reached  a  high  for  the  year  of  12.60  cents 
per  pound  on  May  22,  1963  have  trended  downward  since  that  date  and 
on  July  31  the  spot  price  was  7.50  cents  per  pound,  the  lowest  price 
since  April  11,  1963.  On  a  comparable  basis  the  spot  price  for  world 
sugar  on  July  31  was  1.55  cents  higher  than  the  domestic  spot  price  for 
raw  sugar .

Based  on  the  Department's  July  10,  1963  Crop  Report  it  would  appear 
that  mainland  production  of  sugar  will  be  greatlyin  excess  of  last  year's 
crop,  which  was  also  of  record  size.  Indicated  mainland  sugar  produc- 
tion from  the  1963  crop,  4,200,000  tons,  would  be  250,000  tons  higher 
than  earlier  estimates,  and  770,000  tons  more  than  the  1962  crop  year 
production.  With  normal  sugar  recovery  (three  year,  1960-62,  aver- 
age) from  the  estimated  sugar  beet  production,  the  1963  beet  crop  should 
produce  3,050,000  tons  of  sugar  or  470,000  tons  higher  than  the  1962 
crop  production.  Mainland  cane  sugar  production  from  the  1963  crop  is 
estimated  at  1,150,000  tons  based  on  three  year  1960-62  average  re- 
covery from  the  estimated  sugarcane  production  or  about  300,000  tons 
over  the  1962  crop  year  production. 

These  estimates  would  indicate  that  mainland  sugar  production  during 
calendar  year  1963  would  be  about  720,000  tons  higher  than  that  during 
calendar  year  1962.  Based  on  the  current  estimates  of  mainland  sugar 
production  it  would  appear  that  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1963  main- 
land cane  sugar  production  will  exceed  that  for  the  same  period  last  year 
by  about  200,000  tons  and  beet  sugar  production  during  this  same  period 
would  be  almost  300,000  tons  higher  than  last  year's  production  during 
October-December . 

On  July  9>  1963,  the  Department  announced  that  about  99  percent  of  all 
foreign  sugar  quotas  had  either  been  shipped  or  committed  for  this  year. 
This  foreign  sugar  together  with  available  domestic  supplies  will  assure 
United  States  consumers  total  supplies  of  about  10,345,000  tons  or  ap- 
proximately 550,000  tons  more  than  anticipated  consumption  this  year. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.S.  consumption  from  January  1  through  July 
20,  1963  totaled  5,  223,  000  tons  and  based  on  the  normal  rate  of  delivery 
and  the  increase  in  population  it  would  appear  that  stocks  of  sugar  held 
by  industrial  users,  wholesalers,  and  retailers  as  of  July  20  were  about 
at  the  same  level  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Invisible  stocks  of 
sugar,  January  1,  1963 ,  however ,  were  estimated  to  be  about  100,000 
tons  higher  than  normal  because  of  the  build  up  in  December  1962  in 
anticipation  of  the  waterfront  strike.  As  of  June  1,  1963,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  calendar  year  increase  in  stocks  of  users  and  secondary  dis- 
tributors approximated  500,000  tons,  but  deliveries  to  them  have  de- 
clined since  that  time,  and  their  inventories  had  been  reduced  approx- 
imately 450,000  tons  by  July  20. 

On  July  19 »  1963  the  Department  asked  about  7,000  of  the  larger  re- 
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tailers,  wholesalers,  industrial  and  other  users  of  sugar  as  well  as 
Government  agencies  to  report  by  August  15  their  receipts  of  sugar 
from  primary  distributors  during  the  period  April  1  to  May  31,  1963 
and  1962  and  on  their  stocks  of  sugar  as  of  January  1,  April  1,  and  June 
1  for  both  years  and  as  of  August  1  this  year.  This  survey  reflects  in 
part  the  continuing  interest  of  the  Committees  of  Congress  which  held 
hearings  in  late  May  and  June  on  the  sugar  price  spiral.  It  is  expected 
to  furnish  more  definitive  information  as  to  sugar  marketing  and  the 
levels  of  stocks  this  year  compared  with  last  year. 

Refiners'  stocks  had  been  at  a  low  level  at  the  end  of  May  1963  with  raw 
and  refined  sugar  stocks  totaling  only  478,000  tons.  By  the  end  of  June 
the  preliminary  total  was  681,000  tons  and  as  of  July  20  had  increased 
to  7  52,000  tons,  slightly  higher  than  for  the  same  time  last  year  and 
about  the  same  level  as  the  three  year  average  stock  level  at  the  end  of 
July  1960-61-62. 

The  International  Sugar  Conference  of  1963,  convened  by  the  Secretary 
General  of  the  United  Nations  at  the  request  of  the  International  Sugar 
Council,  was  held  on  July  3  and  4  in  London.  Delegations  from  53  coun- 
tries were  in  attendance.  A  Protocol  extending  the  International  Sugar 
Agreement  in  its  present  form  until  December  31,  1965  was  agreed 
upon . 

Governments  may  become  party  to  this  Protocol,  in  accordance  with 
their  constitutional  procedures:  (a)  by  signing  it;  (b)  by  ratifying,  ac- 
cepting, or  approving  it  after  having  signed  it  subject  to  ratification, 
acceptance  or  approval;  or  (c)  by  acceding  to  it. 

The  Protocol  will  be  open  for  signature  at  London  from  August  1,  1963 
to  September  30,  1963,  inclusive,  by  (a)  the  Governments  party  to  the 
Agreement;  (b)  the  Government  of  any  other  country  referred  to  in 
Articles  33  and  34  of  the  Agreement;  (c)  any  other  Government  that  is 
a  member  of  the  United  Nations,  or;  (d)  any  Government  invited  to  the 
Conference . 

The  Protocol  becomes  effective  on  January  1,  1964,  among  those  Gov- 
ernments which  have  by  that  date  become  parties  to  the  Protocol,  pro- 
vided that  such  governments  hold  60  percent  of  the  votes  of  the  import- 
ing countries  and  70  percent  of  the  votes  of  the  exporting  countries 
under  the  Agreement  on  December  31,  1963. 
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Article  2  of  the  Protocol  reads: 

(1)  "The  Council  shall  forthwith  initiate  a  study  of  the  bases  and  frame- 
work of  a  new  agreement  to  come  into  force  not  later  than  the  date  of 
expiry  of  this  protocol,  and  shall  make  a  report,  including  appropriate 
recommendations,  to  participating  Governments  not  later  than  June  30, 
1964." 

(2)  "In  the  event  of  a  new  agreement  coming  into  force  before  the  date 
of  expiry  of  this  Protocol,    the  Protocol  shall  thereupon  terminate." 

At  the  meeting  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  on  July  5,  the  Council 
established  a  Preparatory  Committee,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Executive  Director,  consisting  of  the  members  of  its  principal  stand- 
ing committees  to  pursue  this  work  and  requested  the  committee  to  make 
a  progress  report  to  the  Council  at  its  Sixteenth  Session  to  be  held  in 
early  November.

1.  June  1963  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
57  5,898  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  about  451,000  from 
May  1963  and  down  376,000  tons  from  June  1962.  January-June  1963 
deliveries  4,742,492  short  tons,  raw  value ,  up  about  216,000  tons  from 
the  January- June  1962  period.  Final  data  for  May  1963  deliveries 
1,027,000  --  previously  published  preliminary  as  1,030,000  tons. 


2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  June  29,  1963  were  1,497,546  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  69,000  tons  from  year  earlier  but 
up  97,000  tons  from  end  of  May  1963.  During  June  refiners'  stocks  in- 
creased by  about  203,000  tons;  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  about 
86,000  tons  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  by  about  20,000 
tons.  Stocks  of  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  were  at  about  the 
same  level  at  the  end  of  June  as  at  the  end  of  May.
